DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 

JAPAN 2002-61044 with a filing date 03/06/2002. The English-translated version of the 
certified foreign priority document filed on April 06, 2009 is acknowledged. Therefore the 

foreign priority has been granted herein. 

2. Amendment of claim 1 and cancellation of claims 2-3, 7 and 1 2 in the 
amendment filed on June 09, 2009 is acknowledged. Claims 1 , 4-6 and 8-1 1 are 
pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Since the English-translated version of the foreign priority document has been 
filed on April 06, 2009, therefore the foreign priority has been granted. The reference 
Takagi et al. publication, with a publication date August 2002, is not qualified as prior 
art. The rejection of claims 1 , 4-6 and 8-1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) or 103(a) over 
Takagi et al. has been withdrawn herein. 

4. Claims 1 , 4-6 and 8-1 1 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art 
of record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of above reference 
to obtain the instant processes has not been found. Claims 1 , 4-6 and 8-1 1 are allowed.
